But beſides the plain ſuitableneſs of the Diſcourſe to 
the Funflare, Humility and Charity, being the only ex. 
pedients that can make Liberty ſafe, or Toleration a to- 
lerable thing, by preventing thoſe Quarrels and Animo. 
fities that ariſe from different ſentiments in Religious 
matters, Beſides my own particular and perſonal OBli- 
gations, which I cannot think of without ſhame, whexn 
[ conſider how little I deſerve them ; there us alſo a Con- 
gruity in the Subjett of my Sermon, to your Lordſhips 
Perſon, which ſeems to me to challenge and ſingle you out 
for a Patron, without asking any leave but from the Na- 
ture of things, I mean thoſe Natural effeits of this in- 
comparable Vertue which I have recommended , which 
flow ſo eaſily , ſo unaffeftedly from you, with ſo much Brau- 
ty and Brightneſs, with ſo mach Strength and Vigor, 
and with ſo conſtant and uninterrupted a Stream, in the 
ſweetneſs and affability of your Converſation, even a- 

mong your Inferiors and Dependants, in the eaſineſs of 
Acceſs in the midſt of ſo much Greatneſs, the Quick- 
eſs, the Fuſtice, the Sagacity of diſpatch in ſo impor- 
Swunate a crowd of Buſineſs, all which would be certain 
and infallible Indications at once of a Generous and 
Compoſed Mind, a Great and Lofty, and yet an Humble 
Spirit, though they were not, as they are, attended with 
a peculiar proneneſs to Forgive the moſt implacable and 
"mortal Enemies, of which your Lordſhip hath given ſuch 
convincing Proofs,that this alone might be ſufficient, with 
out that univerſal Merit, which even = and Detratti 
on cannot help allowing you, to recommend you Powerfully 
ro the Favor of a Prince, in whom Mercy is Hereditary, 
and Majeſty is by Nature temper'd with Pity and Com- 
paſſion, to render it more eafre and familiar to his Peo- 
ple: But there is likewiſe the Tuitice and Integrity, the 
Conſtancy and Courage, the Diligence an1 Aſſiduity, the 
Wijdem and the Conduit of your Attions, that have me 
curr 
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curr'd and club'd with a kind and obliging Temper,to reu- 
der you truly Great, and make you an Obie worthy the 
Efteem of two the moſt Judicious and Diſcerning Kings 
that ever ſat upon the Engliſh Throne. 

And, my Lord, it u another genuine Effett of that ad- 
mirable Vertue which i the Glorious Theme of the enſuin 
Papers, that it makes its way to Greatneſs, as your ; 
ſhip hath done, not by Popularity and miſchievous Ine 
trigues, tothe Danger, if not Ruin of the publick Peace, 
but only by juſt Ations and honorable Deſigns, and like 
your Great Maſter, whom Providence had a mind to ſhew 
how much it loved, by the Proteftion of a weakly Bark, 
when the Royal Oak was unable to defend Him, you 
Ventured, Suffered, and Eſcaped a —_ , and 
mate a coſtly Sacrifice of your Fopes and Fortunes to the 
publick Good, before your entrance upon that Scene of 
Honor in which you now ſhine, with ſo much the greater 
Brightneſs, for having firſt ſuffered ſo Glorious an E- 
clipſe ; by this means ſhwing at once, the difference be« 
twixt your Enemies aud you, and verifying our Saviours 
never failing Promiſe to all his Faithful Followers and 
Diſciples, that whoſoever Exalteth himſelf, &y Baſe, 
Diſhonorable, and UV nworthy Means, the ſame ſhall be 
Abaſed, and he that Humbleth himſelf ſhall be Exalted. 

For Humility, my Lord, is the true way to Greatneſs ; 
it is not a Poltron and a ſneaking Diſpoſition, as its 
Name may ſeem unjuſtly to Inſinuate z but it implies 
Maznanimity and Courage at the ſame time, by looking 
backward upon God, and inwards upon it Self, and for- 
wards upon the Hope and Expettation of a future Life ; 
it acquires an habitual Senſe and Sympathy of Fluman 
Frailty, a Pity and Compaſſion for Human want and ne- 
ceſity, an upiverſal Candor, Integrity and Ingenuity, 
ts all its Words and Afions, and RE a warm in- 
clination to promote the 200d of its Country, and the hap- 
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pineſs of Mankind, an admiration of God, and a defire to 
be like him, and a ſcorn of every thing that is unhand- 
ſonie or tnjuſt. It cannot revenge its own wrongs upon 
the Public, it cannot embarraſs or embroil the World 
upon a principle of Private Intereſt ; it cannot climb to 
Greatneſs upon the ruins of Fuſtice, though it would ne- 
ver ſo fain, but it ſtil meets with ſomething that pulls it 
ftrongly back, and rewards all Ambition with _ and 
pain, | fo what is noble, and uſeful, and ſerviceable to the 
World, and is an Inſtinft of the Divinity in Human 
Nature, to prompt it, when fair Opportunities preſent 
themſelves, to great Atchievements and generous Vnder- 
takings; it Aſcends by the Steps of Chancery into the 
Temple of Honor, and from the Pinacle of that lofty 
Strufture, it Surveys the whole Extent and Circamfe- 
rence of things ; and will not fall down to Worſhip a mean 
defrgn, to Purchaſe all the Proſpett that it Views. 

But, my Lord, grow troubleſome with too much length ; 
and therefore if what I have ſaid,may not be allow'd to be 
Apology ſufficient, for the hardineſs of this Addreſs, 1 
ſhall only beg, that what I cannot Fuſtifie, you would 
pleaſe to Pardon ; and with my Prayers to God for your 
Lordſhips Health and Happineſs, and encreaſe of Flo» 
nor, 1am, may it it pleaſe your Lordſhip,

DIESE N this and the two following 
8 . Fz+ Chaptcrs, which contain our Savi- 
WL ours admirable Sermon upon the 
FARTC Mount, to his Diſciples, there is 
drawn, as it were in little, the lively Por- 
craiturc of a Chriſtian Man in all lis Conver- 
ſation, ſo that it we could once prevail up- 
on our ſelves, frail and diſobedient Creatures 
as we are, to live up to the height and per- 
tection of thoſe Rules, which are here pre- 
ſcribed and laid down, there could be no- 
thing wanting to make us abſolutely and 
compleatly happy,both in Body and Soul. For 
if we Survey this whole Diſcourſe, tho 
but with a carelcſs and ſuperficial Eye, yet 
it will be caſic to perccive, at firſt ſight, that 
it 1s exactly Calculated, for the happineſs of 
Mankind, to render us the molt pleaſant and 
contented within our ſelves, the moſt ſecure 
B from

from any fear and danger from without, and 
to procure us the murual Favor and Aſſiſt- 
ance of cach other, m all our honett defrgns 
and undertakings. 

To demonftrate this m all the ſeveral in- 
ſtanccs, ſo plainly, and ſo particularly as it 
might, andas rt ought ro be done, the more 
cftcCtually ro ſhew the manitelt uſctulneſs 
and tendency of them all, to cnnoble and im- 
prove our Natures, and to make us as Wilc, 
as Hcalthtul, and as Happy, as we arc ſcvc- 
rally capable of being , 1s not the buſineſs 
of a ſingle Sermon, but of a large, Elaboratc 
and Comprchenftrve Volume, wherein Rcli- 
g1onand Philoſophy may have room enough 
to ſtretch themilclves at length, and appear 
intheir tull Magnitude and Juſt Propornon 
therefore 1 ſhall content my felt at preſent, 
without launching our into fo large a Field, 
where every new Fruit and Flower will at- 
ford us a plentiful Entertainment by it ſelf; 
to confine my ſelf within a much narrower 
compals, by devoting-my whole Diſcourſe 
to the confideration of one Subject, and 
laying the ſingle Charms of Humulicy be- 
tore you: Humility, that Vertue which we 
{o:much want, Humility che Queen of Hea- 
ven and Earth, the fair and Majcltick So- 
Vcreign 
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yercign of all Chriſtian Graces, co which the 
firſt Beatitude was defervedly vouchfafcd, to 
which as being the Corner-ftone of Wiſdom, 
the Bottom and Foundation of all other Vir- 
tuous and Goodly diſpoſitions of Mind, the 
promiſe of both World: 1s annex't as 1t'S re- 
ward, Bleſſed are the Poor in Spirit, ſaithour 
Saviour, for theirs is the Kingdom of Heaven ; 
and then again, v. 5. Bleſſed are the meek, 
for they ſball inherit the Earth. That is, Hu- 
mulity 1s ſuch a diſpoſition of Mind, as 1s 
naturally fitted to give us the trucſt enjoy- 
ment of this Litc, and to prepare us the molt 
cftectually for that which 1s co come. Tr 
conſitts in having a ſober and modeſt Opi- 
nion of our {clves, and in this it 1s oppoſed 
co that Arrogant and Swelling Humor which 
1s a manife{t detraction from all thoſe Ver- 
tues or Exccllencies whatſocyer they be, 
which it pretends to vauat it ſelf upon. Ir 
is likewiſe accompanied with ſuch a kind 
and charitable Opinion of others, as hath a 
natural tendency to make all the World our 
Friends; and it hath chis peculiar Excellency 
in it,that it throws a Veil which no Man will 
be forward or deſirous to uncover, over all 
the Frailties, Infirmuties , or Impertecti- 
ons of Men, and to all their Accompliſh- 
B 2 ments 
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ments, Endowments, and Perfe&tions,t gives 
an additional Brightneſs and Luſtre, it makes 
them appear more Shining, and more Char- 
ming, more Bcauritul and Lovely, more In- 
viteing and Attracting , more worthy of 
Praiſc, becauſe they do not aftect it, more 
apt to be diſcovered and laid open with ad- 
vantageto the publick View, and to the light 
of the World, becauſe they do not offer and 
obtrude themſelycs upon it, with a proſtitute 
Sollicitation, but with a Virgin Modeſty and 
Shame, they ſtrive to withdraw and to con- 
ccal themſelves ; and thus it 1s true likewiſe 
in the courſe of Naturc, as well as in that of 
Providence, that God reſi/teth the Proud, but 
giveth Grace to the Humble, that 1s, that 
Pride 1s a natural Obſtruction to it ſelt, but 
Hunulity hath natural Charms to recom- 
mend it. It does, with reſpect to our ſelves, 
what Love and Charity are ſaid to do with 
retercnce to othcrs, 1t covers a multitude of 
Frailtics and Offences, and it there be any 
thing Exccllent or Praiſeworthy in us, it 
ſets 1r oft with a new acceſſion of Beauty and 
Advantazc. 

Humility is ſuch a diſpoſiton'of Mind, 
whoſe very Nature conſilts in a certain plea- 
{ant Calmne(s and Serenity of Spirit, which 

1s 
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is the beſt fitted to enjoy it felf, without 
which no Moral Vertue or Chriſtian Grace 
can have it's perte& work 1n our Hearts, but 
1t will be ruffled and diſcompoſed by thediſ(- 
order of Paſſions, and the uncalic turbulence 
of immoderate deſires. It is the proper tem- 

r and conſtitution of a Wiſe Man, who 

ing ſtill and quiet, and ſedate within him- 
ſelf, 1s the better enabled to make a truc judg- 
ment and a right advantage of all other 
things and naps round about him. Iris 
ſuch a Vertuc, that as it 1s the belt way to 
advance us, and to bring usto a Flouriſhing 
and Proſperous condition, ſo it makes that 
Proſperity fate and uncnvy'd, 1itcarrics along 
with it the good Wiſhes and Prayers of all we 
converſe with, and all that have any know- 
ledge of us, that it may continue; and if 
any aftl;ction or calamity happen co over- 
take us, it will be ſurc to ſupply us with Pi- 
ty and Relict trom without, and within it 
will furniſh us with Patience and Subnuſſion 
to the Will of God, which arc a compara- 
uve Remedy to the worlt of Evils. It 1s the 
moſt certain and uaqueſtionable expedient 
of the urmolt happineſs in this Lite ; and it 
1s not only a condition of, but alſo a ne- 
ceſlary preparation to the Enjoyment and 
Glory of the other. But

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But on the contrary, if inſtead of this, m- 
ſtead of enjoying Meckneſs and Poyerty of 
Spirit, which 1s indeed the only true Great- 
neſs and Magnanimity of it ; our Saviour 
had caught his Diſciples after another man- 
ner, be ye Inſolent and Proud, be ye Haugh- 
ty and Aſſuming, Arrogant and Overweening, 
Vaunters of your ſelves, and Deſpiſers of 0- 
thers; T need not ſay what Horrid , what 
Diſmal, what Deplorable Effects the univer- 
{al practice of ſuch a Doctrin as this would 
have brought upon the World ; it would 
have Unhinged the whole Frame and Order 
of things, and turned the World again into 
a Chaos more confuſed than that out of 
which by the kind and harmonious diſpolt- 
tron of the Divine Nature it was at firſt pro- 
duced ; and if to ſo Deſtructive, ſo Banctul, 
ſo Pernicious a Temper, he had annexed 
the ſame promiſe which he. hath done to 
Meckneſs, for they that are thus affected 
[ball Inberit the Earth, © would have been 
a plain ſign, he did not underſtand the na- 
eural conſequence of his own DoCtrin, which 
can have no other poſlible ifſue or reſult 
where it 1sumiyerſally practiced, but only to 
bring the World into confuſion, to chate it 
with perpetual Strife, Animoſity and Con- 
tention, 
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tention, to. invalve it in Blood, and 
Muſery, and Slaughter, and to make Man- 
kind a mutual and an cternal Plague and 
Puniſhment to cach other. 

Or it he had made it a condition of ob- 
taining an Inheritance in the World to come, 
or had preſcribed it, as a preparative to the 
enjoyment of it, we muſt either have con- 
cluded him to have been the vilcſt of Im- 
poſtors, inſtead of being as he is, the Savi- 
our of the World, and the Redeemer of 
Mankind, trom Miſery as well as Sin ;, or we 
muſt have looked upon God Almighty , 
whoſe Mcflcenger he was, under the notion 
of an angry and revengctul Being, that dc- 
hghted in nothing more, than in the Miſery 
and Torment of his Creatures; for Heaven 
at this rate would haye been fo far trom be- 
ing worth accepting, being an Etcrnal State 
of mutual Pride, Animoſity and Contenti- 
on, that but to think of coming thither, 
would be a degree of Damnation, even in 
this Litc, and a Torment too great for Hu- 
manc Nature to bear. 

But if we underſtand any thing of the 
condition of thoſe Bleſled Spirits, that arc 
made partakers of the Heavenly Kingdom, 
and of the Lite and Glory chat ſhall —_— 
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ed, it is without all queſtion, or elſe it can- 
not be an happy State, a State of mutual 
Bencvolence and Goodwill, 1t conſiſts in an 
Ecernal Friendſhip, which cannot be ſuppol- 
ed in (o great equality of Happineſs and 
Glory, n in ſo great and univerſal longing 
after cloſer and more intimate Communion 
with God, ſuch breathing and contention 
after the enjoyment of him, without a mu- 
tual yielding and condeſcention ; 1t1s found- 
cd in an humble and modeſt Opinion of 
themſclyes, in a kind and charitable dif 
poſition towards their Neighbors, the Part- 
ners and fellowpartakers of the ſame Light 
and Immortality with themſelves, in a per- 
fe&t reſignation to the Divine Will, and in 
a magnihcent Eſteem and yeneration of his 
Nature; and our Saviour by making ſuch 
habits and diſpoſitions of Mind, to be the 
indiſpenſible conditions of being his Diſci- 
plcs, by placing all. the inſtances of Obedi- 
ence 1n ſuch things as are ſo manitcſtly for 
the comfort and ſupport of Humane Life; 
and are withal ſo n<ccſlary and fo natural a 
preparation to the Happineſs of the tuture 
State, hath given as great, if not a nauch 
grcater Teſtimony to the truth of his Do- 
ctrin, the Divinity of his Pcrſon, and the 
un- 
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unqueſtionable Authority of his Miſſion 
from above, than any the greateſt of his 
Miracles, without ſo uſeful and ſo highly 
reaſonable a Doctrine could have attorded, , 


I faid juſt now chat Humility was the very 
Corner-ftone of Wiſdom , the Bottom and 
Foundation of all manner of. Vertue z bur 
upon ſecond Thoughts I recall my felt , it is 
not ſo much the. Foundation of Vertue as the 
C v7 = 52 of it, it comprehends all Vertue 
and Wiſdom within it ſelf. For Vertue is no- 
thing clſc but practical Wiſdom , and Hu- 
mulity 15 Patience, Hunulity 1s Temperance, 
Humility is Juſtice, Humility s Chaſtity, Hu- 
mility is Prudence, Humility is Obedience, 
Hunulicy is Charity, Humilicy is Brotherly- 
kindneſs , putting on ſeycral Appearances 
and Shapes that have a diſagreeing likeneſs 
to cach other, like Brothers and Siſters, or the 
neareſt Kindred of the ſame Houſe and Line, 
that have a reſemblance and a diffcrence-ar

For all theſe arc founded where they 
are not practiced by in/tinf} or by habit , 
C which 
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which two are but animal and brutih 
things, even in thoſe Actions that have 
a vertuous Appearance, I fay, all theſe 
are founded, where -eyer they are exer- 
ciſed upon inducements of Reaſon, which 
are the only things that conſtitute the Efſence 
of Vertue in any particular inſtance that 
can happen 3 they are founded in a duc 
ſenſe of the infirmity of Human Nature ; For 
all theſe are neceſſary upon no other ac- 
count, bur either that ſingle Perſons cannor 
be happy, or elſe that Society cannot ſub- 
fiſt without them ; the former of which is 
manifeſtly the caſe of Chaſtity, Temperance 
and Patience, the latrer more remotely of 
Charity, Brotherly-kindneſs and Prudence , 
without which a Society cannot fo well 
ſubſiſt ; more ummedaately of Obedience and 
Juſtice, without which 1 cannot poſſibly 
ſubſiſt at all ; fo that all theſe Vertucs have 
the conſideration of Human Frailty for their 
how 7 14rns the redreffing of it for their end , 
and this 1s'no other than what we call Hu- 
mility, it 18 a wiſc and a juſt Senſe of the 
frailty and infirgury to which Human Na- 
rure 1s fubje&, ſo that when we ſpeak of Hu- 
mility, we ſpeak of eycry thing that is cither 
truly uſcful or truly ornamentah it is the Phi- 

loſophi- 
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_— Elixir that converts every thing it 
in t 1s the natural and the 
litic Arches that makes and governs theVial 
Spirits of Action, that ſweerens and pacifies 
the diſagreeing Humors both of the natu- 
ral and the civil Body ; it is that Univerſal 
Remedy of Human Life, to which, when 
we mean it of any thing but this, none bur 
very Empiricks and Mountebanks in Ph vfick 
are ſo hardy to pretend ; it is Milk and Ho- 
ney purchas'd by found Wiſdom and com- 
prchenſfive Judgment without Money: and 
without Price, it 1s Health to the Navil and 
Marrow to the Bones, 1t 1s Corn, Wine and Oyl, 
with all their good cttcdts of a ftr Y, 
a ſhining Countenance , and a joyful Heart. 
We have ſeen thy goings, 0 God, we have all 
ſeen how thou our God and King goeſt in the 
Sanfluary, the Singers go before, the Minſtrels

divine Perte&tions, arc the invertedBafis, and 
the Lines thatare drawn between theſe rwo 
from the botrom to the top, grow till 
more wide and diſtant from each other, 
as they aſcend higher in their Progreſs to 
the top, ſo that the humble Mans Contem- 
plations beyin at himſelf, and from himſclf 
they aſccnd upward thorough all the ſeveral 
Orders of created Beings, till he comes to the 
great Source and Original of all things, 
wherein all their ſeveral Beauties and Per- 
fections arc tranſcendently contained , and 
(tl _—_ he the more humble he 
is, he difcerns the more, upon a- 
juſt compariſon,the Ittleneſs of himſelt; but 
m the divine Nature he is ſwallowed up wnh 
aſtoniſhment and wonder , there 1s fo vaſt 
and infinite a Proſpe& before him ; he is 
like a fmall crany to a vaſt. Circumference , 


though the one may be fecn and obſerved. 


, through the other, and he diſcovers the di- 

vinc Ateriburcs full of excellence and bright-

of them, cannot ſee 

God as be is in himfelf, in Fis rrue Latitude 

and juſt Extent, lke the Image of —_— 
an 
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and ſpacious Object, contracted into Minia- 
ture, in which all the Parts and Lincaments 
appcar, bur not'in their natural and. truc 
dimenſions. And ſtill the more he Con- 
templares,the Wiſer hegrows, and the more 
he Defpiſeth hinfelf- in compariſon of thar 
Excellence he converſes' with, the nigher he 
approaches in perfection tO 1t. 

But with the Proud Man it 1s Clean other- 
wiſe; it-1s true, he begins with himſelf as 
well as the other,' buy then he ends in him- 
ſelf roo, his proſpe&t is not upwards towards 
Heaven, but downwards towards the Earth, 
and he firs at the rop of that ſhort inverted 
Pyramid of which hitnſclf is theBafes,and the 
broadeſt, part, ſo that he converſes with no- 
thing but what is cither leſs 'than himſelf, 
or what he imagins to be fo; for-no. Man 
certainly can be Proud of the Compariſon, 
when he thinks himſclf Converſant with a 
Nobler Obje&, fo that it is exactly true of 
the Prond, Haughty and iAfſuming: Man, 
what David ſaith in\general of: the Wicked, 
that be hath not God in all -bis thoughts, and 
thatthough Pride and Ignorance be not con- 
vertible terms, for a Man may be Ignorant 
that is not my = Pride is. —_— 


no- 
thing elſe but an ctfc& of Ignorance, © y__ 
0 
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of Conſideration, want of Skill and Judg- 
ment in the true Rate and Value of things. 


Again, It is not only true that this admi- 


rable Grace and Vertue of Humulity, hath 
its firmeſt Root,and it's moſt powertul Cauſe 
in the contemplation of the Divine Nature, 
which is the moſt excellent Obje&t we can 
converſe with, but the Pſalmiſt tells us ex- 
preſly,ſpcaking of God himſelt, that he Hum- 
bleth himſelf to behold the things that are in 
Heaven and Earth.From the riſing of the Sun, 
faith he, unto the going down of the ſame, the 
Lords Name is to be Praiſed, the Lord is high 
above a' Nations, and his Glory above the Fiea- 
vens,who is like unto theLord ourGod,who dw-1- 
leth on High, and yet Humbleth himſelf to be- 
hold the things that are in Heaven and Earth ? 
Not that God who is the Firſt mover and the 
only Supream and Self-exiſtent Nature, can in 
propricty be ſaid to be an Humble or an 46- 
jeft being, but that he 15 inveſted in a moſt 
emincnt manner, with all thoſe gentle incl1- 
nations to Piry and Compaſhon, which are 
the Natural conſequents of Humility among 
Men, he is &ind and gracious, ſlow to anger 
and eaſe 10 be entreated, and his Mercy is over 
all bis works, his Power 1sallay'd and tempered 
by his Goodneſs, and his Taflice 1s blended by 


his

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his Mercy, and his great Mind is thoughtful 
with the Cares of the Univerſe, which 1s his 
rpetual Charge, and a Charge which cannot 
managed by an Afefed and Proud, which 

IS A rw. oc to it ſelf, and would hinder 
the due adminiſtration of ſo yaſt a Govern- 
ment, but by a Sedate, Qziet and Serene 
Mind, which is not more requiſite to the 
Government of the World, than to the hap- 
pyneſfs of the Governor himſelf, who in or- 
der to his being infinitely perfect, as he cer- 
tainly 1s, as being the cauſe of all things, and 
containing all Created Perfe&tion within 
himſclf,muſt in the Firſt =XY be ſuppoſed to 
be neceflarily Exiſtent , for Exiſtence is the 
root of all other Perfe&tions, and in the next, 
co be infinitely Happy and perfetly at Eaſe, 
for where there 1s no Happynels, there is no 
Enjoyment, and where there 1s perfe&t Hap- 
pyneſs, there muſt be perfc&t Peace ; and if 
God were not the moſt perfetly Happy, he 
muſt be the moſt Miſerable and Unhappy Be- 
ing, becauſe it 1s true of him, what the in- 
ſped writer to the Hebrews tells us of Mel- 
chizedek, that he is, without Father, without 
Mother without Deſcent or Genealogy he hath 
neither Beginning of Days,nor End of Life, but 
muſt -paſs for eycr Miſcrablc —_ a 
INgEr- 
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lingering Ercmity, and can do all things 
bur dic. 


But beſides this, there are four things that 
diſcover the Nature of God in this ſcnſc to 
be Humble, that it isan Equal, an Impaſſible 
thing,and that it is neverdiſturbed our of it's 
true Poiſe and Balance by any cycnt whatſo- 
ever. 

Firſt, There is the Univerſe which is not. 
only fo regularly Govem'd , as I have 
ſaid before , bur fo exactly, fo admirably 
contrived, which ſpeaksnor only a very wile 
and knowing, but a very cool, conſiderate 
and quiet Arnſt. 

Secondly, All Pride and Arrogance pro- 
ceeding out of Ignorance, this cannot be 
compctible to that perfect Nature whuch is 
acknowledged to beinfinitely Wile. 

Thirdly, If we exannn the ſtateat things 
among Men , they are compariſons 
the Level that uſually make us Proud, for 
the conſideration of things that are c 
us 15 naturally fitted to debaſe and humble 
our Minds, and when we refle& cither upon 
Beaſts or Flies, upon Creatures of no under- 
ſtanding, or Creatures of no moment, we 
diſdain to come into the compariſon with 

D 2 chem 
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them, neither do we look upon 1t as any 
commendation, it makes no manner of 
change or alteration in our Viſage, or 
deportment, to be thought by others, or to 
think our ſelves more excellent and valuable 
than ſuch things as theſe. Bur it 1s then we 
begin to think, more highly of our ſelves than 
we ought to think, when we compare our 
ſelves with one another, wheretore God be- 
,ing placed art ſuch an infinite diſtance aboye 
the Higheſt and Nobleſt of his Creatures, 
and there being nothing in them which 1s not 
in himſclf, the emanations of whoſe Power 
and Goodneſs they are, he cannot certainly 
be capable of ſuch a paſſion as this, upon any 
account of equality or Emulation, ncither 
can he value himſelf upon a Compariſon, 
though with the firſt born of all the Angels 
of Light. 

Fourthly , Novelty and Unaccuſtomedneſs 
1s another cauſe of Pride, Men are cont- 
monly Proud of things they arc not uſed 
to, but they thatarcborn to great things,or 
have-bcen long accuſtomcd to them, Great- 
neſs fits lightly and cafily upon them, and 
they have an Air of Complaiſance and Hu- 
mility, in the middeſt of that Fortune which 
an upſtart cannot bear without contenenee 
an 
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and trampling upon others, and what be- 
comes cafie by Cuſtom in the Gifts of For- 
tune, does ſo by Conſideration in thoſe of 


the Mind,they are not accompany'd in con- - 


ſidcring Men with a bloty and a puffy” Hu- 
mor, but with Humility and Aﬀability they 
recommend themſelves, and ſhun the two 
cqually dangerous and pernicious Rocks of 
Hatrcd and of Envy ; and thercfore in God 
who was infinitely Perte&t and Happy in him- 
(clt from all Ercrnity, his Pertetion was al- 
ways ſo catic and familiar tohim, that as he 
cannot think too well of himſelf, fo hedoes 
it not with any contempt of his Creatures 
that are infinitely below him, but only with 
a juſt, wiſe, and confaderate approbation 
of his own Adorable and Immortal Being. 
So that here 1s another excellence of Humr- 
lity; thatit hath not only 1ts root and ſpring 
in God, bur that 1t 1s alſo in ſome'ort a 
breathing after his Likeneſs, an imitation of 
his Perfections,and a participation of his Na- 
ture, which may be the reaſon why the 1n- 
fluences of Divine Grace, do fo wilinglyde- 
ſ{cend upon the Humble Man, becauſe there 
1s a congruity between them, they have a re- 
ſemblance and likeneſs to one another, and 
God dchghts to dwell in ſuch a Mind, _ 
Q

\ 
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ſo true an Image of himſfclf, and repreſents 
the candor, equabilicy and conſtancy, of his 
unſhaken, peaccable and quict Eflence, and 
this makes it true in a Spiritual, as well as 
in a Natural ſenſc, that God reſiſterh the 
Proud, but giveth grace to the Humble: Nci- 
ther is it any wonder to find in the Sermon 
on the Mount, that the Kingdom of Heas- 
zen is promiſcd to the Poor in Spirit, when 
it appears tO be ſo Godlike, and fo Heavenly 
a diſpoſition, for that which we call Humili- 
ty in Men, is almoſt the ſame conſtitution 
of Mind, to which the happyncls of the 
Divinity it ſelf is owing, thatis, the Equabi- 
lity, Ingenuity, and Cuietneſs of his Nature. 
The Power and Juſtice of God arc on 
terrible and frightful co conſider ; we ſhri 
and trembleat them with horror and amazc- 
ment, for fear of Thunderboles, and Hurri- 
canes, and Earchquakes, for fear the Sea 
ſhould break it's wonted Banks, and Heaven 
deſcend in Hailſtones and Coles of Fire; for 
fear of Plagues and Famins, and other &pi- 
demical Evils, knowing, as we do, how 
much he can inflict, being ſenſible how 
much we haye deſerved; but 'tis his Good- 
acls only that excites our Love, that cn- 
flames and {tymulaces our Zeal, that barmo- 


nizes

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nizes and ſweetens our Devyorion, that takes 


middeſt of all theſe Melancholy thoughts, 
and makes them joyn in conſort with An- 
/ thems of Praiſe,And what 1s true of God the 
Governor of all things, is truc in its propor- 
tion of Kings too,and their Subordinate Ma- 
giſtrates and Miniſters; their Power when ir 
1 not temper'd with Sweeneſs and Benignity, | 
may indeed extort.and force Obedience from 
us, but it creates Hatred and Averſion at the 
ſame time; but when we diſcover a ſtroke 
of Goodneſs, a Pity in the middeſt of Pu- 
niſhment, a ſenſe and ſympathy of Humanc 
Frailty, in the middeſt of the Severities they 
inflict upon us, wc donot fay then as Jacob. 
did to Simeon and Levi, Curſed be their Anger, 
for it was fierce; and their Wrath, for it was 
cruel, but we Kiſs and Embrace the kind and 
unwilling Rod, and praiſc it at the ſame in- 
tant, when we are ſmarting under it: And: 
as this bleſſed, this even _ of Mind re- 
commends even God himfelt, and his Vice- 
gerents to their Subjects, ſo it recommends . 
their Subjxe&ts back again to them, and rc- 
turns wh new Charters, new Priviledges, 
new and encreaſt influences of Divine Fayor, 
and of Royal Goodneſs, Therefore = us 
ray 


our Harps deſign from off the VWillowes in the. >» 
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Pray for Humility, that Humilicy may Pray 
and Intcrcede for us, both with our Ged, 
and with our King, 

{There 1s nothing more certain in expcri- 
ence, than that if two Mcn be cqually Rich, 
equally Noble, and in equal Place and Dig- 
nity in the State, and it the temper of the 
one be Humblc, Afﬀablc and Kind, that of 
the other Scycre, Moroſc, Implacable, Proud 
and Haughty, that the one of theſe ſhall be 
Reverenc'd and Eſteem'd, the other Deſpiſed 
by ſorac, and Hated by all ; and ſince Rich- 
es are of no other ule, attcr the nccclitics of 
Nature are ſupplycd , than to procure us 
Powcr , Intercit and Eſtecmm among Men, 
it is manifeſt in this caſe, tho'in an equality 
of Subilance,of Land and Moncy, of Goods 
and Chartels, of Birth and Fortune, that (till, 
he that hath the greater Authoriuy , 1s in 
truth and reality the Richer Man , ſo chat 
this Hunulity , this Pozerty of Spirit, 15 
when all is done, the trueſt, and the moſt va- 
luable Riches. 

And as 1n the caſe of Riches,ſo alſo in that 
of Learning or ſnowledge ; it we ſuppoſe two 
Mcn equally Icarned , cqually knowing , 
with this diverſity of temper between them, 
the conſequence of this will be, in a mutual

excellence on both ſides , that the one ſhall 
be adrir'd and prais'd, reſpected and loy'd, 
follow'd, and pointcd at, and crowded after, 
but the other ſcarce ever taken notice of, or 
regarded, to his infinite trouble and vexati- 
on; for this is the fate of Infolence and 
Pride, that it is ſure to be affronted and con- 
temn'd, and yet there is nothing that is ſo 
uncaſic under it, or that bears it with great- 
ter Impaticnce and Reſentment. Though 
after all, ſince the uſe of Learning 1s two- 
fold, Firſt, To inſtruct and ennoble a Mans 
ſelt, and Secondly, To make him capable of 
inſtructing others, and of being a public 
Bleſſing where he lives : The Second of theſe 
Uſes, which is certainly the beſt and nobleſt, 
1s loſt in the Arrogant and Aſſuming Man, 
for Men had rather be Ignorant,than be Ma- 
fifterialy taught, or be impoſed upon even 

y Truth it (elf, commanding a Reyerencec, 
not for it's own fake, by gentle and infinu- 
ating perſwaſion, but upon account of the 
Brows and Forehead of its Teacher; ſo that 
after all, if we reſpect the true uſe of Learn- 
ing, though there be an equal extent of 
knowledge on both fides,yet the Humble on- 
ly is the cruely, the uſefully, the beneficially 
knowing Man. E But 


- 
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But 1 ſpeak dais only upon {uppolition, 
that there canbe tuch a fo. as a VCry Proud 
anda very knowing perſon,at the ſame time, 
a thing which I can very hardly induce my 
{elf cobelicyc; for Hunalicy 1s a temper that 
naturally leads ro Knowledg by confiderad- 
on, and Coolncks, by induitry and patience 
by not only caduring, bur loving, with rea- 
ſon, to be oppoled and contradictcd, by cor- 
re&ting 1ts miſtakes and errors every Day, 
as. Aſtrologets do their Nativities, by new 
thoughts, new occurences, and new events. 
Humility infinuartes it felt by flow and gen- 
tle, but ſure and ſteady Progradlions, into 
the deepeſt Myſteries of Arc and Nature; 
Hunulity climbes up to Heaven, and brings 
Heayen down by Teleſcopes to- it ſelf, and 
makes the Stars tall down before it, hike the 
Angels of God, aſcending and deſcending upon 
Facobs Ladder, and that not in a Vifton as it 
was with him, butin ſome ſort of ree/ity and 
truth. But Pride is impatient, and makes too 
2reat haſt co be Wile, it takes up prejudices 
and will not forſake chem, it difdains to be 
miſtaken, and therefore will not relinquiſh 


Irs Erfors, 1t 15 impatient of contradiction, 
and thereforecannot be inſtructed ; at _— 
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and Magnifics it felf as haying run through 
the whole courſe of Truth, when it hath 
ſcarce performed the neareſt Stage of thar 
long, wearifomcand laborious Journey, and 
that roo with a very prectpirant and haſty 
motton, for the Proverb holds good in cn- 
quirtes after Tfuth, that rhe fartheft way a- 
bont is the _ way home, and that a cool, 
humble, conſiderate, fober pace, will with 
the greateſt ſpeed, and with the moſt certain 
and aſſured ſafety, conduct the Traveller to 
his Fourmes end. 

{ Of the truth of this, we have had a noto- 
rious inſtance in experience in this laſt Age 
of ours ; m the late Famous and Ingenious 
Author of the Leviathan, F mean, who as 
appears by ſome of his Performances, was 
a Perſon qualtfid by Nature for extraordina- 
ry.things, had they not been unhappily pre- 
vented by the Pride and Haughtineſs of his 
temper, he was got, it ſhou'd ſeem, into the 
Dogmatical Humor, and was impatient of 
Contradi&tton trom others, though full of 
the Spirit of Contradiction himfclt,F was rc- 
ſolved to be the Founder of a new Sect that 
ſhould be calle&afrer his Name, as there 
are but rvo-riny of his Diſciples to be _ 
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with, and he would needs be the Author and 


Inventer of new Notions and of new Hypo- 
theſes, whither the Nature of things would 
bear them or no; and from hence it came to, 
paſs, that he became fo blind, that he could, 
not ſce the Sun at Noon-day ; he could not 
diſcover,the exiſtence of a Gadacicher did he 
take the conſideration of him into the Sy- 
ſtem of his Politics, by which the main Pil- 
lar of Obligation was deſtroyed ; he was uſed 
to ſay, that the Laws of cvery Nation, were 
the only Law and Goſpel when all was done, 
and yer by his Principles he could at any 
time diſpence not only with Poſitive Laws, 
but with the Natural too, which are of Mo- 
ral, Unalterable and Ercrnal Force ; fo that 
according to him,there is no ſtandingNarture 
of things, no principle of Conſcience, or of 
Obligation ; and what a vaſt abſurdity-in 
Politics this Doctrin is , what Miſery and 
Confuſion it would introduce among Men, 
wherecver it 1s heartily Bchieyed and Practi- 
ccd; a blinder Man then Mr. Hobs himſelf, 
though be was blind cnough, may cafily 
diſcern : In his Natural Philoſophy he hath 
been Unanſwerably confuted and expoſed 
by ſeveral learned Men,and as 

ticks 
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ticks too, ſo cffcctually taken to task, that 
it hath been demonſtrated plainly , that he 
never was more miſtaken, than when he him- 
ſelf pretended ro Demonſtration ; and when 
he wrote his Book Contra Faſtum Geometra-- 
rum, againſt the. Pride and Loftyneſs of the. 
Matbematicians, he diſcovered his own Pride 
and Ignorance together ; ſo neceſſary is Hu-. 
mility to Knowledg, ſo dangerous, nay ſo. 
deſtructiye to their deſign is it, for Men thart. 
would-be Learncd, to be Proud. 

/ And if we Tranſlate Humility from Arts; 
and Sciences to matters of Religion ; Humili-, 
ty thought do not Anatbematize and Thun-, 
der, is almoſt every whut as able to determin. 
Controverſies, as a General Council, and is as. 
well qualified to prefide in the Divinity. 
Chair, as any Univerſity Diator of them all. 
* Humility is a ſharp, inquiſitive and diſcern-. 
ing Vertuc,and ſuch as perſwades the belict of 
win ſhe teaches, by very ſtrong Arguments, 
bur by ſtronger temper ; and Mcn arc willing. 
to give Ear to what ſhe ſays, becauſe they 
ſce plainly ſhe hath no delign upon them, 
bur only for their good; they know her to be. 
a very ſhrewd and learned Vertue, that ſhe 
hath uſed great induſtry in her RInny _ 

rutn, 
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Truth, and that ſhe ſpeaks her Mind with 
all imaginable frankneſs and fincerity, and 
with a I-fes to ſcatter Knowledg and Hap- 
pyneſs rogcther, which things of themſelves 
without much uſc of Argument, arc a very 
fair ſtep to Conviction. + 

But if ſhe cannot bring all Men to be of a 
mind, or if her own Subjccts, the Vaſlals 
and hege People of the humble Kingdom, 
which 1s I am afraid no larger than the Ter- 
ritory of ſome Indian Princes; it theſe them. 
ſelves cannot all be united into one com- | 
mon Faith, yet Humility conſiders Wiſely, | 
that all Men have nor, neither indeed can | 
have, the ſame Capacity, the fame Strength 
and Vivacity of Wit and Judgment, the 
ſame Opportunnies, the fame Education, 
the ſame Apprchenfions and the ſame notions 
of things, and therctore adimns a difference 
without a diſagreement. And this Iam ſure 
of, it would be a bleſſed change, if Humility 
could rake the place,and ao the Office of Ee- 
cleſiaſtical cenſures, lo as tomake them ule- 
leſs and needleſs for the future,and fo pur an 
end to thoſe ſeyverities of Law, which, as all 
other puniſhments 1n other matecrs, can be 
juſtifiediby nothing, bur only that they are 

nc- 
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neceſſary ,, becauſe mad men run Opinion 
into Faction, and Faction into Riot and Re- 
bdlion. And Idread co think how thin and 
depopulate the Kingdom of Heaven will be, 
and the Ferzſalem which is above, a City al- 
moſt without Inhabitants , and a Kingdom 
without Subjects, notwithſtanding all our 
pretences to Salvation, and our annexing at 
ro this or that Communion , 1t none but 
the Poor in Spirit ſhall obtain it, if none bur 
the Humble and the Charitable Man ſhall be 
Saved, 

Humility would not only prove a bleſſed 
Inſtrument of Keclefiaſtical peace, bur alſo 
of Civil too, if it could but gain Creditand - 
Reputation among us; for Humility neyer 
complains before it 1s hurt, nay, Humility 
for the ſake, and for che good of her Coun- 
try,rather than make a broil and adiſturbance 
mn it, can ſuffer her ſelf ro be hurt without 
complaining ; ſhe ncither thinks, nor docs, 
nor apprchends any ull z ſhe 1sa Fricnd xo all, 
and therefore thinks all tobe a Fricnd rohers 
ſhe ſees no Faztaſtic and vittonary Dangers, 
ſhe is troubled with no 1maginary Jealoutics 
and Fears, ſhe cannot diſcern Apparitions 10 
the Air, nor Monſtcrs in the Earth , nor 
Whales. 
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Whales portending calamitics in the Water, 
but ſhe purs her firſt Truſt in God, and-her 
next in the King, and ſhe bclicyes that all 
things will work together for good to them 
that walk like her, and do their duty. She 
neither prics into the Cabincrs of Princes, 
nor ccnſures the tranſactions of State, nor 
raiſes falſe Reports to create. an ill Opinion 
of her Goyernors, in the People, neither doth 
ſhe foment or encourage them when they 
are raiſed. 

Humility reſolves, let what will come to 
paſs, to be quict and ſubmit, becauſe ſhe 
conſiders that the Hand of the King, 1s as the 
Finger of God, who doth whatſoever pleaſeth 
him both in Heaven and Earth, by whom 
Kings Reign and Princes decree Juſtice. Hu- 
mility 1s a peaceable .and reſigning Vertue, 
and whercyer ſhc hath a Temple in any bu 
liſh Breaſt, there the King hath a Faithful 
and Obedicnt Subject. 

But that which makes moſt of all for the 
commendation of Humility is, that our 
bleſſed Savaiour who was God incarnate, 
and who fuftered ſo many indigniticsand rc- 

roaches from the worſt of Men, who hum- 
led himſelf cyen to the Death, the ignomi- 
nious 


nious and painful Death of the Croſs, for 
our ſakes, hath given us (o great'a pattern 
andexample of it, /earn of me, faiths he, for 
1 am meek and lowly in Heart, and ye ſhall find 
reſt unto your Souls. And on this very day 
when he cntred into Feruſalem, with Accla- 
mations and Hoſarna's; though the People 
miſtook him for a Triumyhant Prince, and 
thought their Victorious Mefſtas was a com- 
Ing, = it was indeed no more then the Tri- 
unph of Humilicy,over theScorn and Malice 
of his Encmucs, 1t was but a Prologue to his 
approaching Crucifixion , which was in 
truth his lait and greateſt Conqueſt, where- 
in he Triumphe over Death and Hell; and 
ſo the Prophet Zachary, and out of him the 
Evangelift St. Matthew hath deſcribed the 
matter, Rejoyce greatly, 0 Daughter of Zion ; 
ſhout, 0 Daughter of Jeruſalem : behold, thy 


Ifimpromerhunto thee : be is juſt; and baving- 


Salvation, lowly, and riding upon an Aſs, and 
upon a Colt , the foal of an Aſs; and it fo 
great an Example as this, the Example of 
God purting Oh human Shape, almoſt on 
purpoſe, chachenmghtirſet a-patrern at Obc- 
dience and Humility to us, will not encou- 
rage and recommend the Practice of it, I 
F know
